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US begins 9/11 remembrances amid new 
terror threat 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Ameri¬ 
cans Friday began somber cer¬ 
emonies to mark the 10th 
anniversary of the 9/11 attacks 
as armed police patrolled New 
York streets and subways to 
thwart a new Al-Qaeda-linked 
terror threat. 

Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton said there was news "of 
a specific, credible, but uncon¬ 
firmed report that Al-Qaeda, 
again, is seeking to harm Amer¬ 
icans and, in particular, to target 
New York and Washington." 

The latest scare was a re¬ 
minder of the need for a con- 
stantlyimproved anti-terrorism 
strategy, the top US diplomat 
said. 

Calling for "smart power," 


NIAMEY (AFP) - Niger 
vowed Friday to respect inter¬ 
national commitments if 
wanted Libyans enter its terri- 
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Clinton said America needed 
to fight terror on distant battle¬ 
grounds, but also needed unity 
in domestic politics, and to fix 
the troubled economy. 

Memories remain raw in 
New York, and across the 
country, of the day on Septem¬ 
ber 11, 2001, when Al-Qaeda 
hijackers slammed three pas¬ 
senger planes into the World 
Trade Center and the Pentagon, 
in the nation’s capital. 

A fourth plane crashed in a 
Pennsylvania field when the 
passengers overpowered the 
hijackers in a valiant bid to end 
the worst ever attacks on 
American soil. 

Homeland Security Secre¬ 
tary Janet Napolitano called on 


tory but denied Moamer Kad- 
hafi was among senior officials 
of the toppled regime already 
within its borders.

Europol asks 
for help in 
tracking 
IKEA blasts 
suspect 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Eu¬ 
ropol on Friday asked for help 
in tracking a suspect,"On be¬ 
half of Dutch and Belgian au¬ 
thorities, Europol is appealing 
for information following 
blasts at Ikea stores on 30 May, 
2011," the European police 
agency, based in The Hague, 
said in a statement. 

Booby-trapped alarm 
clocks blew up at Ikea stores in 
Belgium, France and the 
Netherlands, prompting the 
Swedish furniture giant to beef 
up security across the conti¬ 
nent. 

"The perpetrator, who is 
thought to be the same for each 
attack, placed improvised ex¬ 
plosive devices (IEDs) inside 
IKEA stores before making a 
quick exit," Europol said. "The 
devices then detonated, caus¬ 
ing injuries and property dam¬ 
age — one could have been 
potentially fatal," it added. So 
far, nobody has claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the blasts. 

The suspect is also linked to 
explosions in the Czech Re¬ 
public and Germany using the 
same methods. 

He is described as aged be¬ 
tween 35 and 45, slender and 
about 1.75 metres (5.7 feet) 
tall. Believed to be of central 
European origin, he had a 
tanned skin, fair short hair, 
stubble and was wearing 
glasses at the time. He spoke 
English only.

As you may recall just re¬ 
cently DPL organized a very 
successful week where more 
than 1200 persons registered in 
the different barrios as job 
seekers. Of the 1200 regis¬ 
trants, 228 were already em¬ 
ployed while 1022 were 
interested in finding employ¬ 
ment. DPL consequently regis¬ 
tered each of the 1022 persons 
in their computer system 
(BAS) to begin the process of 
finding work for them. 

All registrants are advised 
to come by the DPL Office to 
ascertain what vacancies were 
found with respect to their par¬ 
ticular skills and capabilities. 
In this way you will be able to 
consult one of DPL’s trained 
consultants who will intervene 
on your behalf with potential 
employers. 

Already a number of regis¬ 


trants, on their own initiative 
visited DPL to find out what 
vacancies are available. Every 
week DPL publishes a list of 
current and new vacancies. 
The Minister of Labor has is¬ 
sued a directive to speed up the 
process and place as many 
people as possible in jobs. The 
Department is being urged to 
work diligently and effectively 
to put people to work the soo¬ 
nest possible. 

Being the Department that 
advises on petitions regarding 
foreign work permits, they de¬ 
cided to give preference to all 
local registrants seeking em¬ 
ployment and put all other pe¬ 
titions on hold. This will give 
them the needed time to 
process the requests for work 
from local registrants. 

In this manner the govern¬ 
ment is demonstrating that our 
own people are getting the at¬ 
tention they deserve. Priority is 
placed on Aruban jobseekers 
in need of employment. The 
government t is convinced that 
every person who is employed 
is contributing to the national 
development of Aruba.

Industry partners are confident and 
foresee a bright future for Aruba 


ORANJESTAD - Minster of 
Tourism invited a group of per¬ 
sons to a brainstorming session 
last Wednesday. Among the 
participants of this session 
were: Central Bank, Aruba 
Bankers Association, AHATA, 
AAA, Chamber of Commerce, 
ATIA, SNBA, AIB, and 
MAMBO. 

Also present were Prime 
Minister Eman and Minister 
Michelle Winklaar-Hooyboer. 

They claim that the brain¬ 
storming session was very 
valuable and important with 
respect to our development as 
an island. 

The brainstorming session 
was focused on the ‘Economic 
Outlook and Forecast for 
Tourism’ and on looking at the 
current situation of Aruba and 
what are the indications for the 
future. The Minister wanted to 
get a feel from our partners 
what is their thinking on the 



development on Aruba. Ac¬ 
cording to observers, what was 
obvious from this session is 
that there is a sense of confi¬ 
dence with respect to the 
growth taking place on Aruba, 
and that there is the challenge 
for diversifying our economy. 
The government indicated that 
what they expect to see is more 
investment from the private 
sector which will help increase 
productivity per capita. 

Minister Oduber considered 
the session extremely positive 


and beneficial. He said that he 
left the meeting feeling very 
positive and with an outlook 
on what to expect for the rest 
of this year and also with a 
view on what to expect for 
2012 -2013. During the session 
it was noted that the figures of 
the month of August with re¬ 
spect to Tourism continues to 
be positive with an increase of 
11.7%. Tourism growth for the 
past 8 months of 2011 is at 
6.7% which is double what 
was forecasted for 2011. This 
surpasses what were the go¬ 
vernment’s forecast and their 
goal for economic growth for 
Aruba. 

Minister Oduber claims that 
they are on the same wave 
length as the Central Bank and

Da Vinci sketch recreated 
on melting Arctic ice 


(AFP)— An artist has recre¬ 
ated Leonardo da Vinci's 
most famous sketch "Vitru- 
vian Man" in the Arctic ice to 
draw attention to the ice melt, 
Greenpeace said Wednesday. 

The Arctic ice cap has 
shrunk to almost the same 
level as in 2007 when it was 
at a record low. 

An artist specialised in 
aerial art, John Quigley, trav¬ 
elled to the region on board a 
Greenpeace ice breaker and 
reproduced da Vinci's most 
famous drawing — depicting 
a man in two superimposed 
positions with his arms and 
legs apart — some 800 kilo¬ 
meters (500 miles) from the 
North Pole. 

The artwork, which 
Quigley entitled "Melting 
Vitruvian Man", measures 
the equivalent of four 
Olympic-size swimming 
pools. The man's two arms 
and one leg have been cut off, 
symbolically melting into the 
sea to illustrate the disappear¬ 
ing ice. 

Quigley used copper strips 
normally used to create solar 
panels to recreate the 500 
year-old drawing. 

"Literally climate change 
is eating into the body of our 
civilisation," the artist ex¬ 
plained in a video clip pub¬ 
lished by Greenpeace. 

The ice cap has never been 
as small as it was in August 
with the exception of 2007, 
according to the US-based 
National Snow and Ice Data 
Centre (NSIDC) which began 


its satellite measurements in 
1979. 

Several forecasts suggest 
the Arctic ice cap could dis¬ 
appear entirely during the 
summer months within a few 
decades. 

While that is bad news for 
environmentalists, the phe¬ 
nomenon could be a boon for 
oil companies who hope to be 
able to gain access to oil and 
gas deposits that are unex- 
ploitable under the ice, and to 
shipping companies which 
could see shorter shipping 
routes with access to the Arc¬ 
tic waters. 


Pacific shows climate 
change a reality: UN chief 
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Plans for new EU cars to 
dial for emergency help 


(AFP)—The European Union 
is moving ahead with plans to 
ensure an automatic emer¬ 
gency call system is installed 
in all new cars from 2015 to 
save hundreds of lives on Eu¬ 
rope's roads each year. 

The eCall system to be fit¬ 
ted to new models of cars and 
light vehicles would automat¬ 
ically alert Europe's emer¬ 
gency number, 112, in the 
case of a serious accident, ac¬ 
cording to a European Com¬ 
mission plan obtained by AFP. 

With minutes vital to save 
lives in car crashes, eCall de¬ 
vices alert emergency serv¬ 
ices "even if the driver or 
passenger is unconscious or 


otherwise unable to call," the 
proposal said. 

The technology, estimated 
at less than 100 euros per car 
to install, can speed up the ar¬ 
rival of emergency workers by 
40 percent in urban areas and 
50 percent in the countryside. 

Addressing privacy con¬ 
cerns, the system does not 
allow tracking because it 
sleeps until activated by a 
crash. 

While a majority of mem¬ 
ber states are in favour of the 
system, Britain and France 
have failed to sign up to the 
scheme so far. 


AUCKLAND (AFP) - UN 
Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon said this past week that 
visiting Pacific nations threat¬ 
ened by rising seas had rein¬ 
forced his belief that climate 
change was real and posed a 
genuine threat to humanity. 

Ban stopped in the Solomon 
Islands and Kiribati on his way 
to New Zealand for the Pacific 
Islands Forum (PIF), and de¬ 
scribed the two small nations as 
"on the front line" of the cli¬ 
mate change issue. 

He said Kiribati, where 
some villagers have been 
forced to relocate as the ris¬ 
ing ocean encroaches on their 
land, dramatically illustrated 
climate change's impact on 
the planet. 

"For those who believe 
climate change is about some 


distant future, I invite them to 
visit Kiribati or the Solomon 
Islands and most of the Pa¬ 
cific island countries," he 
said in a speech at Auckland 
University. 

"Climate change is not 
about tomorrow. It is lapping 
at our feet — quite literally in 
Kiribati and elsewhere." 

Ban said that in his role as 
UN leader he had seen the im¬ 
pact of climate change first¬ 
hand in areas of the globe 
ranging from Antarctica to the 
Amazon Basin and Tanzania's 
Mount Kilimanjaro, the high¬ 
est peak in Africa. 

He said scientific evidence 
backed up his view. 

"The science has made it 
plainly clear that climate 
change is happening now 
and, unfortunately, much, 
much faster than you may 
think," he said. 

"Having visited Kiribati 
and the Solomon Islands has 
strengthened my conviction 
that climate change is a dis¬ 
tinct threat to humanity, it is 
even a threat to international 
peace and stability." 

Ban said the rising oceans 
were sending a signal that 
something was "seriously 
wrong with our current model 
of economic development". 

"We will not succeed in 
reducing emissions without 
sustainable energy solutions," 
he said.

E U to mai ntai n safety 
checks on food from 
J apan 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Union will extend 
until year's end checks on po¬ 
tential radioactive contamina¬ 
tion in food imports from 
certain regions of Japan, the 
EU's executive said Friday. 

A European Commission 
statement said controls on 
food from Japan adopted last 
March after the Fukushima 
nuclear power plant disaster 
would be enforced until De¬ 
cember 31 and be reviewed 
every month. 

The controls "will continue 
to apply to all feed and food 
originating in or consigned 
from 12 prefectures of Japan," 
the statement said. 

The products are tested for 
the presence of iodine-131, 
caesium-134 and caesium- 
137 before leaving Japan. 
They are also subject to rein¬ 
forced testing regime in the 
EU. 

"Feed and food products 
from the remaining 35 Japan¬ 


ese prefectures will have to be 
accompanied by a declaration 
stating the prefecture of ori¬ 
gin," the Commission added. 

Cooling systems and 
backup generators failed at 
the Japanese plant in the wake 
of a 14-metre tsunami 
spawned by a 9.0-magnitude 
earthquake on March 11. 

The accident triggered re¬ 
actor meltdowns at the plant 
220 kilometres (136 miles) 
northeast of Tokyo and 
spewed radiation into the en¬ 
vironment.

Government of Canada designates Sunwing 
to serve Aruba and the Bahamas 


OTTAWA, Canada - The Ho¬ 
nourable Denis Lebel, Minis¬ 
ter of Transport, Infra¬ 
structure and Communities, 
recently announced the des¬ 
ignation of Sunwing Airlines 
to operate scheduled interna¬ 
tional air services between 
Canada and Aruba, and 
Canada and the Bahamas, 
providing travellers with di¬ 
rect flight choices between 
Canada and these two 
Caribbean markets. 

’’These designations pro¬ 
vide Canadians with direct 
flight options to Aruba and 
the Bahamas rather than hav¬ 
ing to make a connection via 
another point,” said Minister 
Lebel. ”In addition to pro¬ 
moting more convenient in¬ 
ternational travel options for 
consumers, the designations 
will play an important role in 
increasing growth and com¬ 
petition in the Canadian air¬ 
line industry.” 


Under Canada’s 2002 
Multiple Designation policy, 
all Canadian air carriers may 
apply to the minister for des¬ 
ignation to operate scheduled 
international air services. The 
designation of Sunwing Air¬ 
lines to serve Aruba and the 
Bahamas was made possible 
by an existing air transport 
agreement between the Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada and the 
two countries. 

Since November 2006, 
Canada’s Blue Sky policy has 
encouraged long-term, sus¬ 
tainable competition and the 
development of new and ex¬ 
panded international air 
transport services. Under this 
policy, the Government of 
Canada has concluded open, 
new or expanded air transport 
agreements with 57 coun¬ 
tries, including: 

• Open Skies-type agree¬ 
ments with 12 countries: Ire¬ 
land, Iceland, New Zealand, 


Barbados, the Dominican Re¬ 
public, Costa Rica, South 
Korea, El Salvador, Switzer¬ 
land, Trinidad and Tobago, 
Jamaica and Brazil; 

• expanded agreements 
with nine countries: Mexico, 
Japan, Jordan, Singapore, the 
Philippines, Morocco, Cuba, 
Egypt and Algeria; 

• new first-time agree¬ 
ments with nine countries: 
Kuwait, Serbia, Croatia, 
Panama, Turkey, South 
Africa, Ethiopia, Tunisia and 
Qatar; and 

• a comprehensive air 
transport agreement between 
Canada and the European 
Union’s 27 member states. 
This includes Cyprus, Esto¬ 
nia, Latvia, Lithuania, Lux¬ 
embourg, Malta, Slovakia 
and Slovenia, with which 
Canada did not previously 
have air transport agree¬ 
ments.

As for the Airport there is 
also a sense of confidence 
there in terms of the airlines. 
They foresee an increase in 
the amount of seats for the 
upcoming winter period com¬ 
pared to that of the past win¬ 
ter. 

Oduber considered the 
presentations given by ATA, 
AAA, Central Bank and the 
Ministry of Economic Affairs 
the most positive of all the 
presentations. Their forecasts 
are extremely positive for the 
end of the year and for next 
year. This is contrary to what 
was believed that the political 


decisions and economic situ¬ 
ation of the US would have 
negative consequences after 
November on the outlook for 
the future. 

Obviously, the US market 
continues to be a challenge 
which we must address, ac¬ 
cording to Minister Oduber. 
For this reason, says Oduber, 
this brainstorming session 
was extremely important. He 
is convinced that we must 
tackle the challenges imme¬ 
diately and ascertain what 
can and should be done to 
confront the challenges such 
as that of the US market.

Javier Wolter, an extremely 
wise and experienced banker, 
expressed that there are things 
we can do to quickly bring 
about a positive change in the 
current situation. He believes 
that practically everyone at¬ 
tending the session are positive 
people and optimistic. Hence, 
he feels that 2011 will be a 
good year for all of Aruba. 
And, that we should concen¬ 
trate on becoming more cre¬ 
ative and increase productivity. 
He is convinced that 2012 will 
be similar to the good years be¬ 
fore the current crisis. 

Wolter is also of the opinion 
that the situation today could 
be better if commerce becomes 
more active, as active as the 
government of Aruba. There is 
a myriad of construction pro¬ 
jects in the works and a host of 
positive things taking place, 
while the private sector is 


standing by idly watching on 
and waiting. It all has to do 
with confidence, according to 
Javier Wolter. 

The commercial sector 
wants to invest but they are 
afraid that this may cost 
money. Central Bank has 
alerted that loan applications 
are in the bare minimum... 
business are not lending 
money. Hence, there is no ap¬ 
petite for investing and it is ex¬ 
actly this that we must change, 
says Javier Wolter. 

This, according to Wolter 
will change when our business 
entrepreneurs get more confi¬ 
dence. 

The Aruban, says Javier 
Wolter must become more en¬ 
trepreneurial. Wolter informed 
that they as the Association of 
Bankers will begin offering 
courses and seminars for those 
who want to start their own 
business. The goal of these 
courses and seminars will be to 
help new entrepreneurs to 
begin right in their business 
venture.. .and to promote more 
entrepreneurship.

G7 meets on faltering 
world economy amid 
more market turmoil 


MARSEILLE (AFP) - As mar¬ 
ket turmoil returned, rich na¬ 
tion finance ministers met in 
Marseille on Friday to try and 
overcome their differences 
over whether to stimulate or 
slash in order to rekindle the 
faltering global economy. 

The finance chiefs and cen¬ 
tral bank governors of the G7 
group of industrialised nations 
began their talks a day after US 
President Barack Obama un¬ 
veiled a $447 billion (322-bil- 
lion-euro) jobs plan to energise 
the world's largest economy. 

The gloomy economic back¬ 
drop was underlined when US 
and European stocks dropped 
sharply after the sudden resig¬ 
nation of the top economist at 
the European Central Bank 
added to fears over the conti¬ 
nent's sovereign debt crisis. 

An Organisation for Eco¬ 
nomic Cooperation and Devel¬ 
opment report issued on the 
eve of the meeting said that a 
new recession in some rich 
countries cannot be ruled out 
and the eurozone crisis could 
deepen. 

The finance ministers from 
Canada, the United States, 
Japan, Germany, Britain, 
France and Italy agree that ur¬ 
gent action is needed to avoid 
another recession.

But they differ sharply on 
what approach to take, with the 
Americans clearly plumping 
for stimulus and the Europeans 
determined to railroad reform 
and austerity measures through 
parliaments despite political 
opposition and massive street 
protests. 

International Monetary 
Fund chief Christine Lagarde 
warned that there could be no 
foot-dragging about finding 
ways to boost growth. 

The US package announced 
Thursday by Obama was 
aimed at giving a kick-start to 
the stalled American economy. 

The centrepiece is a deeper- 
than-expected $240 billion 
payroll tax cut for employers 
and employees meant to keep 
money in the pockets of those 
most in need, spur demand and 
encourage firms to hire new 
workers. 

Most European nations 
used stimulus spending to tem¬ 
per the effects of the recession 
that followed the 2008 finan¬ 
cial crisis, but have now fo¬ 
cused on cutting their deficits 
given their high debt loads. 

US Treasury Secretary Tim¬ 
othy Geithner said in Marseille 
that European states needed to 
do more to prove that they 
have enough political will to 
deal with the financial crises 
roiling the continent. 

Libya's new rulers have 
also been invited to the Mar¬ 
seille meeting in a follow-up to 
the economic support for the 
so-called Arab Spring an¬ 
nounced at a G7 meeting in 
May.

Obama fires up campaign for 
jobs plan 


RICHMOND (AFP) - An im¬ 
passioned US President Barack 
Obama Friday stepped up pres¬ 
sure on Republicans to back 
his new tax cuts, deploying the 
fireworks of the campaign trail 
to promote his new economic 
plan. 

Obama traveled to the key 
2012 swing state of Virginia, 
the political turf of one of his 
top Republican foes Eric Can¬ 
tor, at the start of an effort to 
sell his $447 billion American 
Jobs Act in every comer of the 
country. 

The president dared his foes 
in Congress not to support his 
plans to cut in half payroll 
taxes for workers next year, ex¬ 
ploiting the traditional Repub¬ 
lican desire to reduce the 


money Americans pay to the 
government. 

The president also renewed 
his call on Republicans to per¬ 
mit tax increases on the richest 
Americans and to close tax 
loopholes for oil firms and other 
corporations, setting up a new 
battle in Congress. And before a 
raucous crowd in an indoor 
sports arena which at times re¬ 
called the electricity of his 2008 
campaign, he pleaded with sup¬ 
porters to email, call, tweet and 
even send a "carrier pigeon" to 
lawmakers to support him. 

He welcomed the measured 
response of some top Republi¬ 
cans, who more often block his 
policies, to his plan as both 
sides of the political aisle feel 
heat from voters frustrated over 


the economy. 

Cantor, who heads the Re¬ 
publican majority in the House 
and has been one of Obama's 
most strident critics, was due to 
hold his own jobs event in his 
Virginia district. 

In a series of television in¬ 
terviews, Cantor suggested that 
some aspects of Obama's plan 
on which both sides agreed, for 
example tax relief and reform 
of unemployment benefits, 
could be pulled out and passed. 

The centerpiece of the pro¬ 
posal is a deeper-than-expected 
$240 billion payroll tax cut for 
employers and employees 
meant to keep money in the 
pockets of those most in need, 
spur demand and encourage 
firms to hire new workers.

Diary of 'Russian Anne Frank' tells of Leningrad horror 



Anne’s Diary is one of the most read books in the world. 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Seventy 
years after the Nazis encir¬ 
cled Leningrad, the diary of 
a teenage girl chronicling the 
World War II siege has been 
published, sparking compar¬ 
ison with Anne Frank. 

In May 1941, Leningrad 
teenager Lena Mukhina 
started writing a diary, pour¬ 
ing out her hopes and fears, 
her crush on a classmate 
called Vladimir and worries 
about bad marks. 

But months later after the 


Nazis invaded, the city was 
besieged, and Mukhina's 
diary became a chronicle of 
hunger, desperation and 
death. Now her diary has 
been discovered in a state 
archive and published in 
Saint Petersburg. 

"Today I turned 17. I'm 
lying in bed with a tempera¬ 
ture and writing... Aka (a 
family friend) this morning 
brought my 125 grams of 
bread and 200 grams of 
sweets. I've already eaten al¬ 


most all the bread and the 
sweets have to last for 10 
days," she wrote on Novem¬ 
ber 21, 1941. 

The siege began on Sep¬ 
tember 8, two months after 
the Nazi invasion, swiftly 
followed by rationing and 
cuts to public transport and 
heating. It was not to be fully 
lifted for almost 900 days. 

Soon the family's situa¬ 
tion became desperate, as ra¬ 
tions were cut to starvation 
levels. In a grotesque entry, 
Mukhina writes that they 
killed the family cat and 
cooked it. 

"Today we had delicious 
soup with meat and maca¬ 
roni. The cat meat will be 
enough for two more 
meals... It would be good to 
get hold of another cat some¬ 
where. I never thought cat 
meat would be so good and 
tender," she wrote on De¬ 
cember 18. 

At the same time, 
Mukhina continued to fret 
about her school marks — 
"You could say that things at 
school are rubbish. I have 
neglected geometry, I got a 
bad mark in the algebra

test," she wrote the same 
day. 

She also wrote about her 
tentative feelings for school¬ 
mate Vladimir, nicknamed 
Vovka. "I just can't forget 
Vovka. I dream of him every 
day. Did I really love him? I 
still can't work it out," she 
wrote on November 27. 

Soon afterwards, the two 
women Mukhina lived with 
— her adoptive mother and a 
woman named Rozalia, be¬ 
lieved to be a former gov¬ 
erness of English origin — 
both died, after becoming 
bedridden, too weak to con¬ 
tinue searching for food. 

"Yesterday morning my 
mother died. I am alone 
now," she wrote in a single 
line on February 8, 1942. 

The diary ended abruptly 
on May 25, 1942, as 

Mukhina wrote that she 
hoped to be evacuated. 

The diary was handed 
into a state archive in 1962 
by an unknown donor, ac¬ 
cording to historian Sergei 
Yarov of the European Uni¬ 
versity at Saint Petersburg, 
who discovered it and 
pushed for its publication. 

He compared the book to 
the world-famous diary of 
Anne Frank, written in hid¬ 
ing in the Nazi-occupied 
Netherlands before her cap¬ 
ture and death in a concen¬ 
tration camp. 


"Both diaries are about 
how they suffered repres¬ 
sions, but both diaries are 
also about how they devel¬ 
oped, lived, how they were 
interested in their own girls' 
secrets." 

Publisher Alexei Gordin 
said the diary "was one of 
those books that you simply 
cannot but publish," as the 
book, titled "Preserve My 
Sad History" was presented 
in Moscow on Wednesday. 

In a remarkable twist to 
the story, the publishers 
managed to trace relatives of 
Mukhina in Moscow and 
discovered that she had sur¬ 
vived the siege, but had died 
in 1991 at the age of 66, 
leaving no family, and with¬ 
out ever mentioning the 
diary's existence. 

"I knew she was in the 
siege, but she never used to 
talk about that. I had never 
heard anything about the 
diary," her first cousin once 
removed, Tatyana Musina, 
told AFP at the presentation. 

"In the diary she appeals 
to the people who might find 
her diary if she died, asking 
them to give it to relatives so 
they could read what tor¬ 
ment she went through. 

"And really, it turned out 
that 70 years later, we read 
all this and we cried. My sis¬ 
ter and I cried when we read 
it. I think it's an amazing 
thing."

Capriati, 35, turned pro at 
age 13 in 1990 and played 
through 2004, winning 14 ca¬ 
reer singles crowns, includ¬ 
ing the 1992 Barcelona 
Olympic gold medal, with a 
430-176 career mark. 

Capriati won Grand Slam 
crowns at the 2001 Australian 
and French Open titles and 
the 2002 Australian Open 
crown and topped the world 
rankings for 18 weeks. 

Snow, who became a para¬ 
plegic in a farming accident 
at age 16, won 22 major 
wheelchair tennis titles be¬ 
fore his death in 2009 in El 
Salvador while serving as a 
volunteer at a wheelchair ten¬ 
nis camp. 

Snow won a silver medal 
in the 1984 Olympic 1,500m 
wheelchair exhibition event, 
took singles and doubles ten¬ 
nis gold at the 1992 Para¬ 
lympics and helped the US 
basketball team to a bronze 
medal at the 1992 Para¬ 
lympics. 

Long, 92, won 19 Grand 
Slam crowns in singles and 
doubles from 1935 to 1958 
while also serving as a cap¬ 
tain in the Australian 
Women's Army Service dur¬ 
ing World War II. 

Orantes, 62, won the 1975 
US Open and was a long¬ 
time Davis Cup standout. He 
was ranked as high as second, 
in 1973, and won 11 career 
singles crowns. 

Famed coach Bollettieri, 
80, has guided 10 players to 
the top of the rankings, in¬ 
cluding Andre Agassi, Mon¬ 
ica Seles, and Boris Becker. 
At age 80, he still works with 
today's rising stars including 
Japan's Kei Nishikori. 

Welshman Davies, 75, is a 
former executive of the men's 
pro tennis circuits from their 
earliest days, having helped 
make crucial sponsorship and 
television deals, and later 
sparked renewed interest in 
the Davis Cup. 

Japan's Kawatei, 78, spent 
more than 25 years at various 
levels of Asian tennis, includ¬ 
ing 10 years directing the 
Asian and Japan Opens and 
serving in various Interna¬ 
tional Tennis Federation 
posts.

Cowboys top US value 
but Man U world no. 1, 
Forbes says 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Ameri¬ 
can football's Dallas Cow¬ 
boys were rated the most 
valuable US sport franchise 
at $1.85 billion this past week 
in a Forbes magazine survey, 
but Manchester United still 
leads the world at $1.9 bil¬ 
lion. 

The financial details re¬ 
leased gave the Cowboys a 
$150 million edge in worth 
on their nearest US sport ri¬ 
vals, Major League Base¬ 
ball's New York Yankees, but 
the English Premier League 
club still edged them for 
global valuation. 

Forbes calculations of 
total revenues and profits 
were based upon the 2010 
season, but valuations were 
made after the NFL club 
owners locked out players for 
4 1/2 months until mid-July, 
just ahead of pre-season 
training camps. 

The report, which ranked 
the average NFL team value 
at $1,036 billion, comes on 
the eve of the 2011 season, 
which opens Thursday with 


the defending Super 
Bowl champion 
Green Bay Packers 
facing the New Or¬ 
leans Saints. 

The New York 
Giants made the 
biggest value in¬ 
crease, 10 percent to 
$1.3 billion, after 
moving into a new 
stadium last year. 
The New York Jets, 
who share the stadium, 
jumped seven percent to fifth 
overall at $1,223 billion. 

Manchester United's own¬ 
ers, the Glazer family, also 
own the NFL Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers, who had the 
worst drop in value at five 
percent to $981 million. 

In all, 18 teams increased 
in value, nine decreased and 
five stayed the same, includ¬ 
ing the Washington Redskins, 
who were second overall at 
$1.55 billion with the new 
England Patriots third at $ 1.4 
billion. 

The NFL boasted 15 of 32 
clubs worth $1 billion or 
more, with the Jacksonville 
Jaguars last on the list at $725 
million. 

Two teams reported nega¬ 
tive operating income for the 
2010 campaign in the survey, 
the Detroit Lions at a deficit 
of $7.7 million and the 
Cleveland Browns at $2.9 
million in the hole. 
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Colts bench Manning for Sunday 
to end ironman run 



INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - 
Peyton Manning's streak of 
227 consecutive starts for the 
Indianapolis Colts, the sec¬ 
ond-longest run by any NFL 
quarterback, will come to an 
end Sunday, the team an¬ 
nounced on Wednesday. 

The Colts said they will 
start backup Kerry Collins at 
Houston in their NFL season 
opener, ending a run of 208 
regular-season starts in a row 
plus playoffs for the 3 5-year- 
old superstar who has a five- 
year contract worth $90 
million. 

"To say I am disappointed 
in not being able to play is an 
understatement," Manning 
said. "I simply am not healthy 
enough to play and I am 
doing everything I can to get 
my health back." 

Manning, who sparked the 
Colts to a 2007 Super Bowl 
triumph, has not fully recov¬ 
ered from neck surgery last 
May 23 to repair a nerve. He 


had back pain after practicing 
last week for the first time. 

On Thursday Manning un¬ 
derwent neck surgery again 
and could miss the entire 
NFL season as a result, ESPN 
reported on its website. 

Citing unnamed sources, 
the US-based sports televi¬ 
sion network said Manning 
underwent a cervical neck fu¬ 
sion that would take two to 
three months to heal and that 
his status for the season will 
be a decision for the Colts to 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - For¬ 
mer Major League Baseball 
star outfielder Lenny Dykstra 
has pleaded not guilty to al¬ 
legedly exposing himself to 
women he met on the 
Craigslist internet site.

Freeney said of Manning. 
"There are 52 other guys on 
the team. One guy does not 
win the game." 

Collins, 38, came out of re¬ 
tirement a few weeks ago to 
join the Colts in case Manning 
was not ready to start. Collins 
took the New York Giants to 
the Super Bowl in 2001.

LONDON (AFP) - The 2012

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Packers defeat 
Saints in season 
opener 


US spirit after 9-11 to be 
saluted at NFL games 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Na¬ 
tional Football League teams 
will pay tribute to the 
"American spirit" with cere¬ 
monies at all 13 games being 
played on Sunday, the 10th 
anniversary of the Septem¬ 
ber 11, 2001, terrorist at¬ 
tacks. 

The NFL shut down for a 
weekend in 2001 in the wake 
of the terrorist attacks at the 
World Trade Center in New 
York and the Pentagon near 
Washington. 

NFL games will be played 
on Sunday near both sites 
were hijacked airplanes 
crashed, with the New York 
Giants visiting the Washing¬ 
ton Redskins and the New 
York Jets playing host to the 
Dallas Cowboys. 

All players and coaches 
will wear a 9/11 commemo¬ 
rative ribbon patch on team 
uniforms and all fields where 


games will be played on 
September 11 will feature a 
ribbon on the field in hom¬ 
age to those who lost their 
lives in the attacks. 

Coaches and players will 
join with firefighters and po¬ 
lice officers in holding field- 
length American flags during 
the traditional playing of the 
US national anthem, the 
league said in detailing 9-11 
remembrance plans. 

Ceremonies will "recog¬ 
nize those who lost their 
lives, honor the families who 
lost loved ones, and salute 
the American spirit, the early 
responders on 9/11 and other 
heroes that contributed to the 
nation's recovery," the NFL 
said. 

A video introduction, the 
playing of "Taps" and mo¬ 
ments of silence will be part 
of the pre-game salutes. 

"Taps" will be performed 


before some games from Ar¬ 
lington National Cemetery 
near the Pentagon and Wash¬ 
ington and shown on sta¬ 
dium videoscreens. 

For others, the perform¬ 
ance will come from 
Shaksville, Pennsylvania, 
where passengers brought 
down a hijacked airplane, 
Flight 93, bound for a desti¬ 
nation at the US capital on 
the day of the attacks. 

The Baltimore Ravens 
will host the arch-rival Pitts¬ 
burgh Steelers on September 
11 in a matchup of the teams 
located nearest to 
Shanks ville. 

The Redskins will meet 
the Giants only a short drive 
from the Pentagon while the 
Jets and Dallas meet in a 
night game across the Hud¬ 
son River from the site 
where the Twin Towers once 
stood. 


GREEN BAY (AFP) - Aaron 
Rodgers threw for three touch¬ 
downs and the reigning Super 
Bowl champion Green Bay 
Packers beat the New Orleans 
Saints 42-34 on Thursday in 
the opening game of the NFL 
season. 

Rodgers became the first 
player to throw three touch¬ 
downs in the first quarter of an 
opener since Buffalo's Jack 
Kemp in 1964, and traded big 
plays and scoring drives with 
Saints captain Drew Brees all 
night. 

Rodgers completed 27 of 
35 passes for 312 yards and 
sparked the Packers to the 
most points by any reigning 
Super Bowl champion in a 
season opener. 

Green Bay, whose record 
13 NFL titles include four in 
the Super Bowl era, celebrated 
last February's title-game tri¬ 


umph over Pittsburgh and 
began the business of adding 
yet another championship ban¬ 
ner at historic Lambeau Field. 

In a game dominated by of¬ 
fensive playmakers, Brees 
flipped his third touchdown 
pass of the night to Jimmy 
Graham from five yards to 
pull New Orleans within 42- 
34 with 2:15 remaining. 

Driver recovered the Saints’ 
onside kick attempt but the 
Packers were unable to run out 
the clock and punted to New 
Orleans, giving Brees a chance 
to equalize. 

Brees completed five 
passes in a row to march the 
Saints to the Green Bay 10- 
yard line with three seconds to 
play. 

His last toss went incom¬ 
plete but referees ruled defen¬ 
sive pass interference against 
Green Bay, giving the Saints 
the ball at the Packers 1-yard 
line with an untimed down, 
one last play, to score a touch¬ 
down. 

Green Bay's defense 
stopped Mark Ingram's run up 
the middle for no gain and the 
Packers had the victory. 

Rodgers threw touchdown 
passes of seven yards to Greg 
Jennings, three yards to Jordy 
Nelson and 32 yards to Ran¬ 
dall Cobb to give the Packers 
a 21 -7 lead after the first quar¬ 
ter. A 17-yard James Stark 
touchdown run gave them a 
28-17 half-time lead. 

Brees completed a 31-yard 
touchdown pass to Robert 
Meachem in the first quarter, 
John Kasay kicked a 30-yard 
field goal and Darren Sproles 
returned a punt 72 yards for a 
touchdown for the Saints in 
the first half. 

Kasay kicked a 3 8-yard 
field goal 6:20 into the third 
quarter to pull the Saints back 
to 28-20, but the Packers 
struck back on the ensuing 
kickoff. 

Cobb, making his NFL 
debut, returned the ball 108 
yards for a touchdown to boost 
the Packers' lead to 15 points 
and matching an NFL record 
for the longest kickoff return 
in league history in the 
process. 

But just 92 seconds later, 
Brees answered for the Saints, 
connecting with Devery Hen¬ 
derson on a 29-yard pass that 
pulled New Orleans within 35- 
27. 

After New Orleans failed 
on a fourth-down play early in 
the fourth quarter, Green Bay 
drove 93 yards and took a 42- 
27 lead on John Kuhn's one- 
yard touchdown run, setting 
up the closing drama.
